FACE AN INQUIRY — 


Senate May Demand Explana- 
tion of Inactivity During 
Suffrage Parade. 


JAMES R. MANN ASSAILED, 


Women Angered Over His Re- 
mark That They Should 
Have Stayed at Home,

There will be a congressional ‘investigation 
of Washington's police scandal if the irats 
suffragists who marched in the parade yes 
terday can bring it about. * 

Senator Nelson of Minnesota introduced in 
the senate last night a resolution calling on 
the Digtrict of Columbia commissioners te 
explain why they did not comply with the 
congressional resolutién directing the super- 
intendent of police to prevent interference 
with the suffrage procession. 

The resolution was adopted without opposi- 
tion and the commissioners will be compelled 
to submit their explanation to the senate, 


Activities of Police Change, 

Comparison of the riots that marked the 
suffrage parade with the absolute order that 
prevailed along the line of the Inaugural 
procession today has stirred the women and 
their male friends to greater wrath. 

Every where was heard the observation that 
the police could preserve order when they 
wanted to, and they evidently had their in- 
structions not to protect the women from 
attempts to break up their demonstration, 

There was a ruction in the house last n 
over the scandal. Representatives Hobson 
and Cooper heatedly called attention to the 
fact that the police had ignored the con- 
gressional ordermin regard to the parade. 

To their remrks on behalf of the women 
Representative Mann of Chicago replied: 

“ They ought to have been at home” 

By that remark Mr. Mann stirred upahor . 
nets’ nest among Illinois suffragists and at a 
special indignation meeting of the delegation 
of paraders tonight in the state headquarters’ 
in the New Willard hotel this resolution wae 
adopted: 

Resolved, That the Illinole delegation 
register a formal protest with the Legis- 
lative Voters’ league of Illinois against 
Representative Mann In the action taken 
by him in opposing the bill for the stop- 
page of care on the line of march and later 
es unchivalrous attitude upon the lack ort 
police protection in contemptuously stat- 
ing that the women should stay at home. 


Mann an “Unmanly Man.“ 

„ Representative Mann has won a new 
title.“ said Mrs. Grace Wilbur Trout. come 
mander in chief of the Illinois delegatt 
“He will go down in history not as Repre- 
sentative Mann, but ‘unmanly man.’ Cer- 
tainly if the women of Illinols can prevent 
it he never will go to Washington again as 
rep esentative.”’

Calls Confession Untrue.

„1 told that story word for word under 
suggestions from Capt. Nootbaar, said Cra- 
mer. He would suggest a sentence and I 
would sayit. I talked because I was given 
to understand my wife had been force to talk 
and that she was sick and that I couldn't see 
her until I did talk. I agreed to anything 
they seid. I didn’t care. I was ck. 

“The bone was sticking out ef my ampu- 
tatedleg. Gangrene had setin. It pained me. 
I was given but little to eat and had no med- 
cal attention. Parts of the confession are 
true. But most of it is just as the police told 
me to say it Sophia Singer was alive when 
we left the flat that night. She said good-by 
to my wife and I. 


On Direct Examination. 

On his direct examination Cramer said he 
Was separated from his wife as soon as 
they were arrested in Lima, O. He declared 
he was put in a cell by himself and told by 
Capt. Nootbaar he could not have a doctor 
until he told what he knew about the murder. 

“On the next day he came again,” seid 
Cramer. “I was tired. I had had to sleep on 
a board all night. He asked me if I was going 
to ‘come through.’ I told him I knew noth- 
ing about the murder. Then I heard my wife 
scream somewhere in the station. Then I 
went upstairs with him. I was ready to tell 
him anything then. I was ready to say any- 
thing he put in my mouth.“ 

Cramer denied the sweater which had been 
wrapped around the dead woman's head was 
his. He denied he had any fight with her, as 
stated in his *‘ confession."” He said the first 
part of the confession was right, up to the 
point where it begins to tell of his hitting the 
woman over the head with the door knob. 


Confession Told of Fight. 

The confession as read two days ago to 
the jury was an admission by Cramer that 
he had fought with the Singer woman after 
she had made a suggestion to his wife that 
the latter enter an immoral life. The state- 
ment was that in the quarrel Miss Singer 
had attacked him with a razor and he grabbed 
the doorknob from her hand and struck her 
with it, later tying her up.

This provides for a 
board made up efa physician, a psychologist, 
and a lawyer to examine each criminal and 
prepare extensive data to be used in the dis- 
position of his own cage and also for later 
reference. The proposed Chicago oe would 
go considerably further. 

We would record statistics al the 
man’s birth, earty history, environment, and 
associations,”” he said, and with the infor- 
mation about hie physical and mental state 
go a long distance toward finding out why he 
had gone wrong. This information we would 
compere with like information in the indexed 
records of earlier criminals, and be able to get 
some index on what disposition would be 
most effective. 


Would Pile Up Information. 

“In five or six years we would have a 
wealth of criminal information which would 
furnish the baein for a really scientific 
scheme of criminal treatment. We would be 
able to place in the hands of the judges such 
information as would enable them to deal 
with cases before thém with a maximum of 
intelligence. I am inclined to think it also 
would ald in the tracing of criminals, once 
the data became sufficiently complete.”

Home Sewing Cuts Expenses. 


My family consists of my husband, two chil- 
dren, and myself, The income is $55 a month. 
Out ef that amount we live well, besides saving 
$35 each month to pay on our home, a modern 
two flat building. We have plenty of good, sub- 
stantial food, avéraging a little less than $1 a 
day. We buy vegetables, such as potatoes, 
cabbage, carrots, and turnips in the fall, when 
they are cheapest; also buy staple groceries, 
sugar, rice, soap, flour, etc., in quantities; that 
saves many a penny. Besides I do my own 
housework, including laundry, sewing for the 
children: also trim our own hats.. By making 
a gingham or percale dress costing me 30 cents 
I save at least 50 to 70 cents on each dress. I 
can make three for the cost of one bought 
ready made. Dressmaking is no art of mine. 
I neyer did sewing of any description until I 
decided to try, and I finally succeeded. Most 
any one can learn to sew if they really want 
ta and it certainly helps to cut down expenses. 
My idea is to eat plenty of wholesome food and 
not try to be dressed in the height of fashion 
as a great many do, hence they are always 
complaining about the high cost of living.

For a Family of Two. 


Ways of fighting the high cost of living that 
are of service for a large family are not always 
adaptable to a family of only two. For my 
husband and myself it is not feasible to buy 
many things in quantity. Since we live in an 
apartment, we have no suitable place for keep- 
ing potatoes or apples—they would spoil be- 
fore we could use them up. So it is with a 
whole ham and many other things which two 
people consume too slowly or wpuld get too 
tired of. 

I go to market every day and watch the 
special sales. Of potatoes 1 never buy more 
than a peck at a time, and of apples five or 
ten pounds. Of other vegetables I buy only 
enough for one or two meals. Except for to- 
matoes, and an occasional can of corn, peas, 
green beans, or asparagus, I rarely Duy canned 
vegetables, as I consider the fresh ones more 
nourishing, and there is always a variety of 
fresh vegetables within the reach of the’ small 
pocketbook. Carrots, onions, cabbage, parsnips, 
and turnibs are always in market, are always 
cheap, can all be cooked in various ways, and 
can be made both delicate and appetizing. Rice

BEFORE THE GREAT FLOOD. 


Walter F. Cooling Tackles World Prob- 
lems in His Alustrated Address Be- 
fore the Irish Fellowship Club. 


That men Mved to be 1,000 years old before 
the flood was declared in an Illustrated lec- 
ture given before the Hawkeye Fellowship 
chub in the Auditorium hotel yesterday by 
Walter F. Cooling. 

“The earth is the nucleus of a cell,“ he 
said. The ‘protoplasm’ that surrounded 
it collapsed upon it at the time of the flood, 
in the tertiary period. It was formed just 
like an animal cell, and this is explain<d in 
the myths of creation of practically every 
race that has inhabited the globe. 

There are seven primary forms of animal 
cella ‘These are exactly the forms of rock 
crystals or proteplasms. These same forms 
are followed in the comets and aleo in the 
planets. 

Before the flood, when the earth was part 
of a perfect cell organism, it wap inhabited 
by races of men that lived a thousand years. 
This wae because of the climatic and meteor- 
ologic conditions which then prevailed, but 
have changed. Any man that scoffs at the 
dea of anybody ever having lived a thousand 
years merely displays his ignorence of arch- 
seology.

The buildings effected were those the 
owners of which were ordered a year ago to 
install stairway fire escapes or make other 
changes to meet the ordinances. None had 
complied. The three hotels affected are:

State, 553 South State street. 


Doors Found to Swing Inward. 
The doors of the Star and the State swing 
inward and in addition an insufficiency of fire 
escapes is charged against them. f 

The Savoy,“ said Inspector E. F. Kelling, 
“ig unfortunately not covered by the ordi- 
nances which require fire escapes only on 
buildings more than three stories in height. 
In my mind there is no question but this ho- 
tel should have not only the regular stair- 
way escapes but have platforms at every floor 
crossing all of the windows on the floor. 
The state law providing that escapes need 
not be supplied on buildings three stories or 
less in height is primarily to blame for Chi- 
cago’s inability to pase such an ordinance. 
That should be modified before we have a ter- 
rible calamity in one of these three story 
rooming houses. I have not the slightest 
doubt there are dozens of them that are the 
worst sort of firetraps.”’ 


One Complaint Against Railroad. 

Among the owners and agents against

Number of Districts Reduced 
from 165 to 49 by Taft, 


LETS OUT 116 COLLECTORS. 


Plan Expected to Effect a Saving of 
$700,000 to Government. 


Washington, D. C., March 4.—Uniess con- 
gress interferes the organization of the cus- 
toms service will be revolutionized begin- 
ning July 1. President Taft today sent a 
message to congress announcing the re- 
districting of the service. 

The existing 165 districts will be reduced 
to forty-nine, formed largely along state 
lines, and 116 collectors of customs wil! be 
abolished. Several ports of entry and a 
number of subports will be abandoned. 


Subports Ports of Entry. 

Under the reorganization each customs dis- 
trict wil) have a collector of customs. All 
ports, even the headquarters of collectors, 
Will be directly in charge of a deputy collect - 
or. The terms ports of delivef§ and sub- 
ports of entry will be abolished anf all sub- 
ports which will be retained will te made 
ports of entry.

Common Stock Gains Little. 

The common stock has not risen much 
aböve the low price of 38, which it touched 
last week. Since that time it has been sell- 
ing between 40 and 42, and at such a price is 
practically on a nondividend basis. 

For the first nine months of the company's 
existence there was paid 8 per cent on the 
common stock, the rate for the year being 4 
per cent. It is a question whether this can 
properly be maintained. The earnings for 
nine months were at the rate of 4.45 per cent 
for a full year, which would leave less than 1 
per cent surplus. It is improbable a man- 
agement capable of handling a business as 
large as that of the Goodrich company would 
pay out in dividends all that might be earned. 

The stock at current quotations seems to re- 
dect this and at a price of 42, the shares ap- 
pear to have discounted the worst, since with 
the company’s prospects they would hardly 
dell lower were the dividends formally dis- 
continued.
